(a) A patent by its vary nature is affected wKh a public interest. The puWic inlerast is beet seived, and the 
mo$t effective patent exanriination occure when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is aware of 
and evaluates the teachings of all Infomiatlon material to patentability.
